of  a  doctor  were  needed.  Dr.  Marty  was  payed  through  the  03 
account,  this  is  the  account  that  pays  for  all  of  the  non  per¬ 
manent  staff  working  at  the  Institute. 

DR.  Marty  was  hired  to  work  nine  hours  a  week,  but  as  he 
says,  he  usually  ended  up  working  twelve  to  fourteen  hours  a 
week.  This  is  one  of  the  main  reasons  that  Dr  Marty  is  no 
longer  with  us.  I  recently  talked  with  Dr.  Marty  and  I  got 
some  of  his  views  on  why  he  left  the  Institute.  The  remaining 
portion  of  the  article  is  a  result  of  my  conversations  with  Dr. 
Marty,  Dean  King,  and  Assistant  Dean  of  Students,  Louis 
Demetroulakos. 

Dr.  Marty  had  two  main  reasons  for  leaving  LTI.  The  first 
of  which  is  the  lack  of  student  involvement  in  the  Health  Ser¬ 
vices.  According  to  him,  all  the  students  wanted  from  a  doc¬ 
tor  at  LTI  was  a  person  to  conduct  a  “sick  call”.  They 
wanted  a  person  who  would  “treat  their  sports  injuries  and 
cure  their  colds”.  The  students  had  no  interest  in  anything 
past  these  two  items,  and  therefore  Dr.  Marty  feels  that  LTI 
does  not  need  a  full-time  doctor,  but  rather  a  doctor  tthat  is 
willing  to  conduct  an  emergency  room  type  of  system  here  at 
LTI.  He  feels  that  as  long  as  the  students  have  no  interest  in 
anything  else  except  their  bodies,  that  a  full  time  doctor 
would  be  a  waste  of  money.  The  students  had  no  interest  in 
any  type  of  lecture  series  that  he  could  offer,  such  as  a 
seminar  in  human  sexuality,  or  drug  abuse.  Both  of  these 
a  ere  offered  by  Dr  Marty  as  a  service  to  the  students,  a  ser¬ 
vice  that  tne  students  did  not  take  advantage  of.  This  was  one 
of  the  main  gripes  of  Dr.  Martv,  that  the  students  did  not 
take  advantage  of  the  services  that  he  was  trying  to  oiler 
them  He  said  that  he  tried  the  whole  time  he  was  here  to 
generate  some  interest  among  the  students  to  get  any  sort  of 
program  going  that  woo  id  nerufh  the  students,  but  nobody 
was  interested.  So  to  the  ere  he  gave  up.  because  as  he  said.

he  could  not  function  as  a  doctor  under  these  conditions, 
where  the  students  are  apathetic  towards  even  themselves. 

The  second  reason  for  Dr.  Marty  leaving  LTI  was  for  a 
more  common  complaint,  that  of  not  emough  money  and  not 
enough  hours  to  serve  the  students.  This  may  sound  like  a 
contradiction  to  what  I  said  above,  but  you  must  realize  that 
the  students  were  always  flocking  to  his  office,  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  fact  that  LTI  finally  “had  a  doctor  on  campus”, 
something  that  we  have  not  had  here  in  quite  some  time.  In 
this  sense  Dr.  Marty  was  taken  advantage  of,  but  of  all  of 
these  people  that  came  to  see  him,  maybe  15%  really  needed 
to  see  him  and  the  rest  could  have  gone  to  the  nurse.  So  the 
doctor  was  being  used  but  not  for  the  right  purposes. 

What  Dr.  Marty  wanted  was  more  money  per  hour  so  that 
he  would  be  on  the  same  pay  rate  as  the  other  doctors  that 
work  at  colleges.  He  also  wanted  to  extend  his  hours  so  that 
he  could  serve  all  of  the  students  that  came  to  see  him.  The 
only  problem,  according  to  his  was  that  the  school  was  will¬ 
ing  to  give  him  more  money,  but  they  would  still  have  to  limit 
his  hours.  According  to  Dr.  Marty,  more  hours  mean  more 
money  and  the  school  was  not  prepared  to  part  with  it.  If  on 
the  other  hand,  the  school  had  offered  him  a  full  time  job,  he 
w  ould  have  taken  it.  but  he  felt  that  he  could  not  do  a  proper 
job  on  a  part-time  basis.  Other  schools  have  also  run  into  the 
problem  of  not  having  doctor  on  a  full-time  basis.  Salem 
State  College  had  a  doctor  on  the  campus  two  hours  a  day  for 
five  days  a  week.  Fitchberg  State  has  a  doctor  one  hour  a 
day  ,  five  days  a  week,  Lowell  State  has  a  doctor  a  total  of 
four  hours  a  week.  So  we  are  not  alone  in  our  search  for  a 
full-time  doctor  to  reside  on  campus. 

According  to  Dean  King  and  Dean  D.  the  administration 
had  very  little  to  do  with  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Marty.  They

~:>e  name  brings  instant  recognition.  His  series,  STAR  TREK,  had, 
and  still  has.  the  largest  following  of  any  series  in  television  history.  Ask 
_ry  dorm  student  what  he  does  at  six  o'clock  on  a  weekday  night,  and  he 
will  probably  tell  you  that  he  watches  STAR  TREK,  even  though  he  has 
seen  that  episode  48  times  before. 

STAR  TREK  has  won  the  Hugo  Award,  which  is  given  to  outstanding 

ence-fiction  material,  and  is  also  the  only  series  to  ever  have  an  episode 
rrever. ed  by  the  Smithsonian  Institute  in  Washington,  D.C.  When  NBC 
.  :ns  ztred  cancelling  STAR  TREK,  fans  all  over  the  U.S.  deluged  them 
with  angry  letters  of  protest.  Due  to  its  loyal  fans  STAR  TREK  went  on 
and  an  Now.  even  though  it  is  in  syndication,  more  and  more  people  are 
•niching  it. 

A:":er  STAR  TREK  was  cancelled,  Roddenberry  was  actively  sought 
:  by  several  networks  and  studios  to  creat  “something  new  and 

crea::ve‘*.  As  a  result  Roddenberry  has  created  GENESIS  II,  a  sci-fi 
eat-re  about  earth  in  the  year  2133  after  a  great  conflict  has  destroyed 
2. most  all  of  modern  civilization,  and  mankind  has  to  begin  again. 

Mr.  Roddenberry  has  also  worked  on  such  projects  as  QUESTOR,  the 
story  of  a  perfect  replica  of  a  human  being,  that  is  in  effect  a  robot. 
Roddenberry  has  also  worked  on  two  police  stories.  The  TRIBUNES, 
and  BLUE  LINE.  He  is  well  qualified  to  write  police  stories,  as  he  worked 
for  the  LA  police  force  before  becoming  a  sucessful  writer.  When  he 
started  selling  his  scripts  to  television,  he  quit  the  police  force  to  pursue  his 
writing  career.  Roddenberry  has  sold  scripts  to  such  shows  as, 
DRAGNET,  and  PLAYHOUSE  90.  What  people  do  not  know  that  he 
was  also  the  head  writer  for  the  popular  series,  HAVE  GUN,  WILL 
TRAVEL,  for  which  he  won  the  Writers  Guild  Award.  Another  point  of 
.merest  is  the  fact  that  Roddenberry  is  married  to  the  woman  that  used  to 
play  the  nurse  in  STAR  TREK. 

Mr  Roddenberry  will  brirlg  with  him  the  first  pilot  film  of  STAR 
TREK,  one  that  has  never  been  shown  on  television.  He  will  also  have  a 
film  of  bloopers  that  have  been  made  while  filming  the  show.

Ship  Cumnock  and  learn  how  STAR  TREK  became  the  success  that  it  is.

I  Returned  For  Another 
Year  Of  “ Rip  Off ” 

Two  weeks  ago,  there  was  a  comment  editorial  on  the  $25.00  deposit 
paid  by  all  resident  students,  much  of  which  wasn't  returned.  Obviously, 
many  students  were  upset  when  they  received  only  a  fraction  of  their 
damage  deposit  back  or  worse,  were  billed  in  addition  to  their  prepaid 
deposit. 

To  generalize  and  say  that  no  student  deserved  to  pay  would  be  false. 
However,  so  much  anger  and  resentment  could  be  heard  about  the  matter 
this  fall  that  it  was  hard  to  believe  all  the  complaints  were  invalid. 

The  following  are  actual  statements  by  students  who  live  in  the  Towers 
and  were  dissatisfied  about  being  billed.  Both  students  and  administrators 
should  think  about  this  very  seriously  because  from  talking  and 
interviewing  a  number  of  residents,  it  is  obvious  that  some  students  were 
taken  advantage  of  grossly  when  it  came  time  to  charge  them  for  damages 
to  their  rooms. 


At  the  end  of  spring  semester  this  year  1  went  through  the  normal  ritual 
of  moving  from  the  dorm.  1  washed  and  cleaned  the  room.  It  was 
inspected  by  the  floor  councilor  who  verified  that  it  was  in  good  shape. 

During  the  summer  I  received  a  letter  with  what  I  thought  was  my 
$25.00  room  deposit.  Instead  it  was  only  $20.00.  The  letter  said  that  the 
$5.00  taken  out  was  for  cleaning  the  room.  Hmmm! 

The  dorm  complex  opened  up  again  for  another  year  of  “rip  off  the 
student",  and  I  discovered  that  everyone  had  money  taken  out  for  various 
reasons  ranging  from  room  cleaning  to  alleged  repair  of  massive  damage 
such  as  $19.00  to  fill  in  a  tew  tnumbtack  noies. 

Here  are  some  responses  of  students  interviewed  about  the  subject: 

Room  806 

“When  I  moved  into  the  room,  its  ceiling  was  badly  chipped  showing  in 
many  spots  large  craters  and  holes  in  the  ceiling  beams.  Massive  holes  and 
dents  dot  the  walls.  Numberous  staple  holes  filled  the  walls  and  they  were 
quite  dirty.  The  door  was  badly  chipped  and  glue  from  masking  tape  was 
all  over  the  door.  This  is  enough  damage  without  complaining  about  dirty 
windows  and  gum  on  the  upholstered  chair.  I  can't  stress  the  trouble  and 
nuisance  of  living  in  such  a  room  and  trying  to  get  it  fixed.  1  was  assured 
by  John  Custy  (7th  floor  RA)  that  it  wouldn't  be  fixed  this  year." 

A  New  Arrival  To  The  Room 

NOTE:  The  following  occupants  were  charged  $60.00  for  damage  that 
wasn't  fixed. 

“It  is  a  big  ripoff." 

“Both  me  and  my  roommate  were  charged  $5.00  for  waxing  the  floor." 

“If  they  pulled  this  shit  last  year,  what  will  they  do  this  year  when  we 
have  to  pay  for  damage  in  corridors." 

“I  cannot  see  charging  $33.00  to  fill  in  a  few  thumbtack  holes." 

“I  was  billed  $101.00  to  fill  in  a  small  hole  in  the  wall  with  plaster  and 
painting  over  it." 

“Man,  did  I  get  reamed!" 

“You  got  to  be  shitting  me,  only  $6.00  back?  What  did  they  do?  Rebuild 
the  room?" 

“What!  I've  been  ripped.  Errrr." 

'  “I  wouldn't  mind  paying  if  they  actually  did  some  work  in  the  room,  but 
they  didn't  do  a  damn  thing  except  slop  wax  on  the  floor." 

This  list  of  dissatisfied  students  living  in  the  Towers  is  only  a  small 
sample  of  those  who  got  the  mighty  LTI  shaft  again. 

Senate  Settles 
Finances  With  State

Your  Student  Senate  took  up  a  light 
agenda  last  Wednesday,  hearing  com¬ 
mittee  reports  and  resolving  the  finan¬ 
cial  dispute  between  Tech  and  State. 

President  Doherty  reported  to  the 
Senate  that  the  LSC  Student  Gov’t 
Association  had  agreed  to  accept  $934 
as  settlement  for  the  James 
Montgomery  receipts/  missing  PA 
equipment  episode.  The  Senate 
originally  owed  State  $1334  in  concert 
receipts,  the  $400  deduction  is  for 
equipment  State  had  in  their  possession 
that  was  never  returned. 

Two  Senators  Bunting  and  Ragg 
questioned  Doherty  as  to  whether  he 
had  handled  the  matter  as  the  Senate 


had  decided  at  the  previous  meeting.  In 
a  few  short  moments  the  discussion  had 
disintegrated  into  a  debate  on 
parliamentary  procedure,  an  area  that 
none  of  the  Senators  or  officers  are  very 
well  read  up  on.  After  the  amendments, 
and  substitute  motions  had  cleared  the 
air,  all  that  remained  was  a  motion  to 
give  LSC  $934.  It  was  passed  on  a 
rollcall  vote  14-2-2.  Bunting  and  Flagg 
voted  aginst,  they  wanted  to  split  the 
cost  of  the  lost  equipment  to  show  the 
Senate's  willingness  to  cooperate  in 
consideration  of  the  upcoming  merger.

To  return  to  reality,  please  note  the  following:  The 
Building  Authority  is  re-establishing  its  food  com¬ 
mittee  to  arrive  at  definitive  plans  which  will  be 
instituted  next  semester.  1  feel  that  the  major  reason 
for  the  continuation  of  the  past  system  unchanged  is 
disorganization  among  the  student  food  committee. 
We  were  presented  with  so  many  bewildering 
variations  on  the  “desired"  plan,  that  even  my  law 
degree  could  bring  no  sense  to  the  maze  —  which 
shifted  second  by  second.  There  were  plans  for  14 
meals,  10  meals,  optional  10/ 14  meals,  optional 
dinner/supper,  optional  breakfast/ dinner,  optional 


Saturday  or  Sunday  feedings,  all  of  these  shifting  at 
the  student's  option  every  so  many  days,  which  was 
also  optional!!!!  There  was  no  sense  whatever  to  any  of 
this,  and  no  one  could  be  expected  to  comprehend  it 
rationally  —  certainly  the  food  committee  did  not. 

Also,  the  Building  Authority  faces  a  more  fun¬ 
damental  problem  —  who  represents  the  Students?4?? 
Its  “food  committee"?  Do  these  people  have  personal 
axes  to  grind?  1  would  like  to  see  a  food  committee 
elected  by  the  dorm  students.  1  would  like  to  see  them 
formulate  one  or  two  specific  plans,  not  an  endless, 
formless,  and  irrational  series  of  variations.  I  would 
like  to  see  them  formulate  defined  objectives  and  back 
them  with  documented  dates,  not  rely  on  prejudice 
and  supposition. 

Those  who  doubt  that  the  Authority  has  the  welfare 
of  the  Studesnt  body  as  its  first  concern  are  invited  to 
attend  our  meetings  —  held  every  4th  Thursday  at 
12:00  in  Cumnock  Hall.  Also,  our  food  committee 
meetings  will  be  public,  probably  held  in  the  S.U.B.  on 
a  date  to  be  announced.

said  that  the  question  of  money  was  out  of  their  hands,  that  it 
was  controled  by  the  state,  and  that  there  was  a  set  amount  of 
money  set  aside  for  the  hiring  of  a  doctor  at  LTI.  When  this 
money  ran  out  there  was  nothing  that  anybody  could  do. 
There  were  two  options  open  to  the  administration  and  Dr. 
Marty.  The  first  was  to  get  an  increase  in  his  hourly  rate  but 
still  work  the  same  hours,  or  to  take  a  lower  pay  but  work 
more  hours.  In  the  end  he  would  be  making  the  same  amount 
of  money,  but  he  would  have  to  work  more  hours  to  make  it. 
Anybody  in  his  right  mind  would  be  crazy  to  agree  to  the  se¬ 
cond  choice,  unless  he  was  a  totaly  dedicated  person  who  did 
not  care  what  he  made  for  wage.  As  we  all  know,  these  per¬ 
sons  are  few  and  far  between.  Dean  King  said  that  if  a  full¬ 
time  person  was  hired  that  he  would  be  paid  out  of  the  01  ac¬ 
count,  the  account  that  pays  for  all  of  the  full-time  staff.  The 
only  problem  that  arises  out  of  this  is  the  fact  that  a  person 
would  either  have  to  love  working  with  college  students  (as 
Dr.  Marty  did),  or  be  willing  to  take  a  cut  in  pay,  because 
there  is  no  way  that  a  college  can  pay  the  same  wage  that  a 
doctor  can  make  in  a  private  practice.  Unless  the  state 
allocates  more  funds  to  LTI  for  the  payment  of  a  doctor,  we 
may  be  without  the  services  of  a  doctor  on  campus  for  a  long

time. 

When  questioned  about  the  possibility  of  the  new  Lowell 
University  not  having  a  full-time  doctor.  Dean  King  said  that 
LTI  was  looking  into  the  possibility  of  the  LU  using  the  new 
facilities  at  St.  Josephs. hospital.  They  are  now  just  com¬ 
pleting  a  new  out  patient  clinic  and  emergency  room 
facilities.  This  would  not  take  the  place  of  the  first  aid 
facilities  that  both  schools  now  have,  but  in  effect  supplement 
it  and  extend  the  health  services  that  the  two  schools  now 
have.  But  this  is  all  in  the  future.  But  for  the  present,  Dean 
King  said  that  LTI  has  obtained  the  services  of  two  local  doc¬ 
tors  that  will  not  on  campus  but  will  be  on  call  at  St.  Josephs 
in  case  of  an  emergency.  This  is  the  same  system  that  LTI 
had  before  Dr.  Marty  came  here.  So  as  it  stands  we  still  have 
no  full-time  doctor  here  at  LTI,  with  very  little  hope  in  the 
future  of  getting  one.  Lowell  State  is  in  the  same  position  as 
we  are,  because  they  too  have  no  doctor  full-time.  So  here  we 
are  in  the  position  of  being  a  university  of  about  6000  full¬ 
time  day  students,  and  not  having  a  full-time  doctor.  About 
the  only  way  that  the  LU  would  be  able  to  obtain  the  services 
of  such  a  doctor  would  be  to  charge  each  student  a  set  fee  for 
“Health  Services”.  Here  again  we  run  into  problems.  The 
first  of  which  is  this,  students  going  to  an  in  state  school  pay 
S200  a  year  tuition.  In  addition  to  this  they  also  pay  $70  a 
year  Student  Union  fee.  $60  Student  Activity  fee,  and  dorm 
residents  pay  $25  damage  deposit.  That  totals  up  to  $155  in 
non  academic  fees.  That  is  almost  as  much  as  you  are  paying 
for  tuition.  Now  if  the  Institute  were  to  add  on  another  $25  or 
$30  to  all  of  the  other  fees  we  pay,  we  could  end  up  paying 


more  in  non  academic  fees  than  we  do  for  tuition,  a  situation 
which  nobody  wants.  I  don’t  think  that  the  parents  of  the 
students  of  LTI  are  in  the  same  financial  situation  as  the 
parents  of  Harvard  or  MIT  students.  But  this  is  what  all  the 
big  schools  do,  they  add  a  few  more  dollars  to  the  bill  to 
cover  the  cost  of  the  “Health  Service”.  What’s  $30  when  you 
are  paying  $5000  for  an  education? 

As  of  right  now  there  is  no  solution  to  the  problem  at  hand. 
We  do  have  the  two  doctors  that  are  on  call,  we  do  have  the 
two  nurses  that  run  the  Health  Services,  but  we  do  not  have  a 
plan  for  the  future  LU.  What  is  a  college  that  has  6000 
students  enroled  going  to  do  for  a  full-time  doctor.  I  don't 
think  that  anybody  can  argue  that  there  is  not  a  need  for  this 
doctor,  but  then  again  there  seems  to  be  very  little  being  done 
to  cure  the  situation.  A  doctor  that  will  be  working  nine 
hours  a  week  will  not  be  sufficient  to  take  care  of  6000 
students.  What  this  college  needs  is  a  doctor  that  is  willing  to 
work  full-time,  and  a  doctor  that  can  relate  to  the  students. 
But  what  we  need  most  of  all  is  a  student  body  that  is  not 
apathetic,  a  student  body  that  will  support  a  doctor  that  com¬ 
es  to  this  school,  a  doctor  that  for  the  most  part  is  here  to 
help  the  students,  not  only  to  cure  their  physical  ills,  but  also 
their  mental  ones  as  well.  Until  the  student  body  is  willing  to 
support  a  full  time  doctor,  LTI  will  never  see  one  here, 
because  no  one  wants  to  work  in  an  environment  where  the 
students  do  not  even  care  about  themselves.

Industrial  Technology 
Where? 

The  Industrial  Technology  program  was  begun  with  the 
realization  that  industry  has  a  need  for  men  skilled  in  both 
business  and  engineering.  The  businessman  has  difficulty 
communicating  with  the  engineer  and  vice-versa.  The 
Industrial  Technologist  skilled  in  both  areas  can  bridge  this 
gap,  providing  a  service  to  industry.  This  is  excellent.  The  IT 
grad  can  get  a  job  as  a  switchboard  operator. 

What  else?  Well  it  seems  that  no  one  really  knows  for  sure. 
Industry  will  probably  put  the  IT  grad  where  he  needs  him 
and  with  a  large  variety  of  titles.  The  class  of  ’75  is  the 
experiment.  Where  the  class  goes  determines  what  IT  is 
capable  of  and  what  IT  should  expect  in  the  future.  My  point 
is  that  not  enough  has  been  done  to  insure  IT  a  place  in  the 
job  market,  there  is  a  place  but  where  and  what  kind? 

These  questions  must  be  discussed  and  answered  before 
the  IT  grad  can  actively  seek  a  job.  There  has  been  good 
discussion  among  students  and  faculty,  yet  have  the 
employers  been  actively  involved?  To  some  extent  yes, 
however,  1  am  sure  IT  students  need  reassurance  that 
employers  interviewing  LTI  will  have  an  X  next  to  IT  for  job 
offerings  when  they  arrive  this  fall  and  spring.

Does  it  annoy  you  to  find  out  the  sweetener  in  your 
drinks  may  be  carcenogenic?  Or  that  because  of  poor 
planning,  we  have  to  pay  58c  for  a  gallon  gas?  That 
nuclear  reactors  will  provide  most  of  the  future  fuel 
needs,  but  we  don't  know  how  to  dispose  of  the 
radioactive  wastes  except  for  burying  them  un¬ 
derground.  Most  of  these  problems  are  caused  by  lack 
of  foresight. 

The  World  Future  Society  is  a  world  wide  associa¬ 
tion  of  people  interested  in  social  and  technological 
developments  during  the  coming  years.  It  was  founded 
in  1966  by  a  group  of  private  citizens  who  felt  that 
businesses,  governments,  and  individuals  need  to 
anticipate  forthcoming  changes  in  order  to  make 
decisions  now. 

Last  year  a  chapter  of  the  World  Future  Society  was 
established  at  Lowell  Tech.  We  have  had  eight 


successful  programs  so  far.  They  consisted  of  a 
discussion  or  a  film  on  a  subject  related  to  the  future.
